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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-14 are allowed since the prior art of record does not teach or suggest in 
combination an optical receiver comprising a specific circuitry of: 
an inverting amplifier; and 

a current-voltage conversion element connected between input and output 
terminals of the inverting amplifier, 

wherein the inverting amplifier includes a first transistor having a gate connected 
to the input terminal of the inverting amplifier, a second transistor having a source 
connected to a drain of the first transistor and a gate to which a predetermined voltage 
is applied, and a load connected to a drain of the second transistor, and 

wherein the optical receiver preamplifier further includes a third transistor 
connected between the input terminal of the inverting amplifier and the source of the 
second transistor, 
in addition to other cited limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
